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[57 ABSTRACT

An intraocular lens utilizing an optical lens portion
adapted to position over the pupil along the optical axis.
A first member and an adjustable second member, space
apart under the cornea extend away from the lens por-
tion to the periphery of the iris. The adjustment of the
second member permits wedging of the intraocular lens
beneath the optical portion of the cornea.
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
